Ever since September, the Wilhem- 
strasse has been worrled by the 
trend of official relations between 
Berlin and Tokyo especially the at- 
titude of the Japanese masses to 
Germany. 

The Wilhelmstrasse considered the 
solu{ion of the Asama Maru affalr a 
diplomatic defeat for the Reich and 
an indication of the failure of plans 
tending to bring Japan’s policy to 
follow the policy of totalitarian states. 


BEVERAL FACTORS 


It: is belfeved: that:the Wilhelm- 
atrasse officially expressed its dissatis- 
fnction to the Japanese Foreign Minis- 
ter, Mr..H. Arita, for having sacrificed 
German interests in favour of British 
policy. Later several factors continu- 
ed to the growth of this dissatisfac- 
tion: steamship companies refusal to 
accept aboard all Germans not only 
‘hose. of military age, while the Ja- 
nanese Government banned all belli- 
verents using the Japan-Korea steam- 
chip service thereby practically pre- 
venting the Germans to return home 
via Siberia.

NORWEGIAN _ 
GOVERNMENT PUT 
ITSELF IN WRONG 


London, To-day. 


“IT WAS IN THE BEST traditions of Nelson and an 
action that was fully justified,” seys both public 
and press opinion in Britain to-day in connection 
with the Altmark incident. 

After recounting the story of the rescue of the Bri- 
tish sailors, which it calls a ‘heartening piece of 
news,” the ‘Sunday Times’ says that it is re- 
grettable that we should have had to do anything 
to affront a country which as so many claims on 
our respect as Norway — but the Norwegian au-. 
thorities on the spot put themselves in the wrong. 


They had no business under inter- 
national law to allow Norwegian wa- 
ters to be used for taking British pri- 
soners to Germany. Why did Norway 
allow them to use these waters and 
why did the Norwegian authorities 
tell the British destroyer commander 
that there were no British prfsoners 
on the Altmark? : 

The “Sunday Graphic” informs the 
Norwegian Government that the whole 
ef British opinion supports His Ma- 
jesty’s destroyer Cossack’s action. 

The. British Press also considers 
that the Nazi protest has not a leg to 
stand on.

Propaganda: is admittedly a- weapon 
which can be turned in almost any 
direction, unless most skilfully handled 
by those responsible for it. There 
have been many instances recently 
when Dr. Goebbels, the Reich Minis- 


ter of Propaganda, has over-reached 
himself. But surely there could be 


few better than his charges that in 
Britain the people are starving, that 
unemployfnent js rife, and that the 


general standard of living since the 
outbreak of the war has declined so 
severely that the working classes ure 
in a ferment of discontent. The best 
guide to such a_ statement is the 
comparison of the income per head 
of the population of the countries con- 
cerned. In Britain this average is 
£112 a year. According to Nazi statis- 
tics, the equivalent figures in Germany 
are 1,046 Reichsmarks, or, according 
to the official German rate of e¢x- 
change,£61 a year. Nothing else is 
needed to prove the absurdity of the 
German claims. But if it were, it is 
provided - in the official German 
“Statistisches Jahrbuch.” There it is 
stated that the consumption of meat 
per head of the German population 
in 1937, before the war caused a 
shortage in this food, was 45.9 kilo- 
grammes. In. the same issue will be 
found the statement that the consump-

Any peace move, sponsored 
even under the highest of auspices is 
foredoomed to failure unless there is 
a change of Government in German mad 
The experiences of the last four ye 
have shown that no reliance can be 
placed on the pledged word of Hitler 
or his henchmen—‘‘Ceylon Observer.”

He said: “Immediately the grap- 
pling irons were affixed to the side 
of the Altmark, the .men from the 
Cossack fairly leaped to their job. 
They appeared to relish the venture as 
they landed on the Altmark’s deck 
with pistols and flashing bayonets. 

“During the scrap it was obvious 
that the Germans had no stomach to 
face the reckless sailors. 

“One German standing alongside 
me raised a pistol to shoot at one 
of the boarding party, but he was not 
fast enough.”

The Altmark was built secretly and 
does not appear in Lloyd's Register 
of Shipping. Nevertheless, she Js 
included in the list of wireless sta- 
tions on board warships issued by 
the Bureau of the International Tele- 
communications Union, which has 
its head office in Switzerland and 
compiles its list from information 
given it by owners and Government.— 
Reuter. 


CROSSED SWORDS 


In the list of Coast and Ship Sta- 
tions published in June, 1939, by the 
International Union Telegraphic 
Wireless Communications of Berne, a 
German vessel named Altmark ap- 
pears marked with the crossed swords 
sign and as having the call signal 
“D.T.A.K.” alloted her. 

The International Union which !s 
sponsored by the International Postal 
Union obtains information for 
ccempilation of the Ust from the Gov- 
ernment departments of the countries 
conce:ned. 

Crossed swords is the conventional 
sign indicating a ship so marked to 
be a warship. 

These two facts are felt to show 
that at some date prior to June, 1939, 
the German Government informed 
the International Union that the 
Altmark was a warship giving this 
information for the purpose of enabl- 
ing the Union to include accurate 
details in the published Ust. 

It is diMcult to see by what metamor- 
phosis a warship of last June becomes 
an “innocent merchantman” last night 
especially as the call signal used by 
the Altmark and Intertepted by Bri- 
tish warships was DTAK—the call 
signal of the German warship, Alt- 
mark. aie Wireless.

The mission runs a launch in the 
river, and the padre, expert in engines 
and navigation, constantly visits the 
shipping, supplying wootlies and 
books, trying to supply portable 
gramophones and dart-boards (de- 
mand vastly exceeds supply), dealing 
with laundry, acting as postman. 

To the mission every kind of sailor- 
man drops in; and in these days we 
have to be discreet about their yarns, 
which warm the heart and sometimes 
make the hair stand on end. 

But of knitting let it be said that 
I hear Nightingale refuse no single 
one of the many requests, except that 
of a brazen little Yarmouth boy who 
came in to demand a knitted Bala-

The Treasury have an- 
nounced.an order trans- 
ferring to themselves all 
holdings by United King- 
dom residents in 60 speci- 
fied securities market- 
able in New York. 


The holders will be reimbursed _ ir 
sterling at the current New York 
price and currency at the official ex- 
change rate plus accrued interest to 
March 4. ' 

It will be recalled that arrange- 
ments were made on the outbreak of 
war for registration with the Bank of 
England of holdings in United States 
securities and the present step aims at 
vesting a certain number ‘of these se- 
curities in the British treasury. 

The object thereof is to ensure that 
the realisation of these securities in 
the American market is orderly and 
that the total volume of such sales 
from the United Kingdom, vested and 
non-vested, should continue + over a 
period of time at nbout the average of 
recent months. 

NO FORCING 

In addition to the present 60 securi- 
tles the further vesting of orders may 
be issued from time to time. 

Reuter learns that there is no de- 
sire to force sales. The list repre- 
sents the preliminary mobilisation of 
certain securities with the active mar- 
ket. 

In no case do securities requisition- 
ed form a big proportion of the total 
outstanding securities of the compan- 
ies concerned. 

It is believed that recent uncer- 
tainty has been worse for the United 
States market than the knowledge now 
given that the British Treasury has a 
definite long-range plan. 

MARKET COUNTERS 

Only a small proportion of the total 
securities available are now requisi- 
tioned and the present list excludes 

_ several important market counters. 
This step In no way Indicates the 
actual or Impending exchange short- 
age but is a precautionary step tak- 
en well In advance of any neces- 

elty. . 

If private sales continue at the re- 
cent volume there may be no scope 
for oficial sales, though doubtless op- 
portunities for profitable marketing 
will be taken. 

The requisitioning will probably 
have the effect of reducing sales, It 
is pointed out that the British author- 
ities obviously desire to obtain the 
best price possible and will not oper- 
ate so as to weaken the market.— 
Reuter. :
